will also have two entrances. 


The theater will not be larger than 


the present opera house but will be 
mode'rn in every respect. 
Its chief

by the words snug and cozy. 


T7ie parquet will seat 560 people and 


the gallery 380. The plans are so ar- 
ranged that a splendid . view of the 
stage, can be 'had from any seat in the 
house. The .stage will be 50 feet wide 
and have a depth' of 25 feet. The build--

be .furnished in up-to-date 


manner and will be provided w.ith toilet 
rooms for ladies and gentlemen.

On his'visit to the U & I ,he

The. special policemen at the.Oberon

NEVADA'S EXHIBIT AT ST. LO.UIS

AMES TERINGTON, the Executive Commissioner frota 
Nevada to the St. Louis Exposition, is visiting various 


portions of the State with a view of creating: an interest in 
Nevada's proposed exhibit. Thk Legislature of last winter 
appropriated the sum of $20,000 towards aiding- this under- 
taking and it was believed at the time that nearly as much 
more could be raised from subscriptions, so that Nevada 
would have no cause to "be ashamed of her display at the 
big fair. While Mr. Yerlngton is enthusiastic, energetic 
and a tireless worker in the interest of Nevada and her 
development, the citizens should not expect him -to under- 
take this great responsibility single handed. . It is true^that 
his associates, Governor Sparks and Senator Hardin, are 
progressive men and will do everything possible to aid Mr. 
Yerington, but it is also true that both of these gentlemen 
have large private interests as well as their official duties 
to engross their time and attention and can only devote a 
portion to this enterprise. Every citizen of Nevada should 
lend his aid to this project, for it is of individual as well 
as of State importance. If one knows of, or sees an oppor- 
tunity, where any special feature for the Nevada exhibit, 


. can be secured, Mr. Yer/ngton should at once, be notified, 


or the feature spoken for. An opportunity will be offered 
at the St. Louis exposition to advertisfe to and impress the 
world with the value of Nevada's resources and men havr 
Ing large interests and knowing the possibilities, should 
not hesitate to assist .the Nevada Commissioners not only 
by advice and suggestions but by liberal subscriptions. 
Comparatively speaking, it would only take a few. of the 
leading men and business firms of the State, anxious to 
iipbulld their own interests, to guarantee an amount equal 
to that appropriated by the legislature. In addition to this 
every county, through .its Board of Commissioners, should 
provide means so that the Sta.te Commissioners could make 
a specialty of the eichibits from each particular county, 
in connection with the general exhibit from the State. With 
Mr. Yerington's past experience in these matters as well 
as his ve:ry extended acquaintance, Nevada could have no 
better opportunity of shovvjng her advantages to -the world.

VOTE FOR THE FIRE BONDS 


T 


HE resolution passed by the City .Council provid- 


ing for the issue and sale; of ,$30,000 in bonds for 


fire purposes is a matter of serious importance to' this 
: community and the resolution should be ratified at the 
election to be held on November 10th. The present ap- 
paratus of the fire department is inadequate for a city 
as large as Reno even if it were of the best and in per- 
fect working order, and, it will not do_ to postpone a.c- 
tion, awaiting investigation . into gravity, stand pipes 
or any other system, severd,! of which /have been, dis- 
cussed. 
Even under the most favorable conditions, these 


systems would take months to install and the question of 
their practicability Is of such a character, that the risk of 
delay cannot be considered at all.

Should a conflagration occur in . this city 
at this time it might result not only in the loss of proper- 
ty, but it would necessarily have a tendency to discour- 
age and even check .the progress of the city which is now 
apparent on every hand. The amount asked by the lire de- 
partment is comparatively small and even, if later on 
some other system should be installed, either by a private 
corporation or by the city itself, the protection afforded
